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EC charges for Delay in EC deposition 


The Environmental Compensation Charges and Financial Penalty shall be deposited by the violating facility 
within the stipulated time period specified under directions issued by authority as specified by authority 
imposed the EC. In case, such facility does not submit the same within the stipulated time frame the amount 
will be exponentially increased as per details given in Table 4.
